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MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Piermont,  New  Hampshire 

March  8,  1988 

The  Legal  Town  Meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  Piermont,  N.H.  was  held 
on  Tuesday,  March  8,  1988  in  the  Piermont  Town  Hall,  The  Polls  were 
opened  by  acting  Moderator  Lloyd  Hall  for  the  purpose  of  voting  for  Town 
and  School  officials  by  non-partisan  ballot,  as  described  by  Article  one  of 
Town  and  School  Warrants.  The  voters  were  also  asked  to  vote  whether  to 
adopt  the  real  estate  lien  procedure  put  forth  in  Article  two.  Acting 
Moderator  Lloyd  Hall  read  the  Warrants  and  declared  the  polls  to  be  open 
for  voting.  The  Polls  closed  at  6:00  P.M.  at  which  time  159  voters  had  cast 
their  ballots. 

At  8:00  P.M.  the  Town  Meeting  was  reconvened  with  Moderator 
Lawrence  Under  hill  asking  us  to  join  him  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.  He 
then  read  the  Town  Warrant  and  reported  the  results  of  balloting. 

ARTICLE  1.  TOWN   WARRANT.  The  results  of  159  non-partisan 
ballots  cast  for  Town  Officers.

ARTICLE  2.  TOWN  WARRANT.  "Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions 
of  RSA  80:58-86  for  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure?  These  statutes  provide 
that  tax  sales  to  private  individuals  for  nonpayment  of  property  taxes  on  real 
estate  are  replaced  with  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure  under  which  only  a 
municipality  or  county  where  the  property  is  located  or  the  state  may  acquire 
a  tax  lien  against  land  and  buildings  for  unpaid  taxes."

Underhill  and  then  Town  Clerk,  Julie  Lamarre  swore  in  the  Town  and 
School  Officers  who  were  present.

The  motion  was  made  by  Robert  Robb  and  seconded  by  Dean  Osgood  to 
accept  Article  3  as  written. 

Discussion:  Questions  about  Officer's  salaries  were  answered  by  Wendell 
Oakes.  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  will  go  on  salary  and  fees  will  revert  back 
to  town.  Selectmen  and  Auditors  will  also  receive  increases.  M.L.  Gitchell 


MINUTES  (cont.) 

asked  about  the  landfill  charges.  Wendell  Oakes  said  that  the  monthly  fee  to 
Hay  ward's  Landfill  would  go  up  approximately  $200  a  month. 

Alfred  Stevens  explained  that  the  Town  Swimming  Pool  had  been  closed 
down  by  State  of  N.H.  for  safety  and  health  reasons.  The  Selectmen  asked  for 
a  volunteer  committee  to  help  correct  these  problems  and  come  back  to 
Town  Meeting  next  year  with  a  report.  Supervision  and  Policing  of  the  Pool 
area  would  be  necessary.  The  Pool  will  be  open  from  July  4th  through  Labor 
Day. 

Brad  Simpson  asked  how  much  more  money  it  would  take.  Wendell 
Oakes  said  that  an  additional  $1,500  would  be  needed. 

Bill  Putnam  asked  where  swimming  lessons  were  being  held.  Julie  Lamarre 
said  that  Orford  had  a  good  swim  program  at  Indian  Pond  and  had  invited 
Piermont  to  participate  at  $14.00  per  student. 

Russ  Gould  asked  if  in  closing  the  Town  Pool  the  money  could  be  paid  to 
Orford  to  defray  the  cost  to  individuals. 

Donna  Huntington  asked  if  there  were  any  costs  from  the  EPA  or  the  State 
of  N.H.  to  close  the  Pool.  The  Selectmen  didn't  know. 

Jean  Daley  said  if  the  Town  closed  the  Pool  now  it  would  probably  never 
be  opened  again  because  of  the  cost  to  clean  it  up. 

Brad  Simpson  generously  offered  to  give  his  time  and  supplies  to  create 
stationary  toilets  and  changing  rooms.  A  standing  round  of  applause  and 
thanks  were  given  to  him. 

An  amendment  was  made  by  Rob  Elder  to  change  the  figure  of  $500.  to 
$2,000  on  the  line-  Recreation  Field  and  Swimming  Pool.  Seconded  by  Russ 
Gould. 

Discussion:  Bill  Putnam  suggested  one  member  from  the  4-H,  the  V.I.P.s  and 
other  major  organizations  in  town  be  on  the  volunteer  committee. 
The  Amendment  of  raising  the  Line  Item  Recreation  Field  and  Swimming 
Pool  from  $500  to  $2,000  passed  unanimously  with  an  aye  vote.

M.L.  Gitchel  asked  if  the  insurance  coverage  was  adequate  and  if  we  were 
getting  the  best  price  we  could  get.  The  Selectmen  said  yes. 

Mrs.  Gitchel  also  asked  if  the  $12,000  was  a  reasonable  figure  for  proper 
maintenance  o{  the  town  buildings  and  whether  the  town  hall  was  insulated 
so  that  the  heat  bill  could  be  cut. 


MINUTES  (cont.) 

Charlie  Brown  asked  it  there  had  been  an  energy  audit  on  the  town  build- 
ings as  many  heating  companies  provide  that  service.  The  Selectmen  said  that 
they  would  ask  Perry's  Oil  to  do  one  for  the  town  buildings. 

Being  no  further  discussion  Moderator  Underhill  asked  for  the  question 
with  the  amended  figure  total  being  $76,775.  The  Article  moved  unani- 
mously with  an  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$50,000  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  highways  and  bridges.  Motion  to 
accept  made  by  Dean  Osgood  and  seconded  by  Rob  Elder.  No  discussion. 
Motion  carried  unanimously  with  an  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$17,830,  being  the  Highway  Department  State  subsidy.  Motion  to  accept 
made  by  Rob  Elder  and  seconded  by  Robert  Michenfelder  Sr.  No  discussion. 
Motion  carried  with  an  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,500  for  the  Police  Department. 

Motion  made  to  accept  by  Bill  Deal.  Seconded  by  Ernest  Hartley  Sr. 
Discussion.  Brad  Simpson  said  he  felt  we  got  the  same  police  protection  for 
$300  as  we  would  for  $4,500.  He  made  a  motion  to  amend  this  budget  to 
$2,500.  Seconded  by  Chris  Odiorne.  Joan  Osgood  asked  Bill  Deal  to  give  a 
report  on  the  Department.  Mr.  Deal  explained  that  he  and  Mr.  Hartley  got  no 
salary  and  that  all  of  the  money  in  their  budget  went  for  equipment  and  the 
maintenance  of  that  equipment.  He  further  explained  that  if  they  got  a  call 
that  they  couldn't  attend  to  then  the  State  Police  were  called  to  help. 

Ellen  Putnam  disagreed  with  Brad  Simpson  as  she  felt  Mr.  Deal  wouldn't 
ask  for  this  money  if  it  weren't  necessary  and  that  he  had  always  been 
available  for  her  if  she  needed  help. 

Mr.  Simpson  asked  for  crime  statistics  in  town  to  warrant  monies  asked 
for. 

Mr.  Deal  couldn't  give  full  statistics  but  that  there  were  several  break  ins 
and  vandalism  calls. 

Mr.  Underhill  asked  for  a  vote  on  the  amended  article.  Motion  defeated 
with  a  no  vote. 

Mr.  Underhill  asked  for  a  vote  on  Article  6  as  read.  Motion  carried  with  a 
yes  vote.  One  No  vote. 
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MINUTES  (cont.) 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,570  to  purchase  radar  equipment  for  the  Police  Department.  The  motion 
was  made  by  Bill  Deal  and  seconded  by  Diane  Winot. 
Discussion.  Don  Smith  asked  where  the  money  from  fines  would  go.  Bill 
Deal  said  the  State  of  N.H.  would  get  it. 

Neil  Oakes  said  he  felt  that  they  would  be  picking  on  the  working  person, 
using  it  during  commuting  hours.  He  said  if  you  want  us  to  support  the 
Police  Department  don't  ask  us  to  support  radar. 

Mr.  Deal  responded  and  said  that  they  would  not  persecute  anyone.  They 
would  be  out  at  different  times.  They  would  not  pick  up  anyone  for  going  5 
miles  over  the  limit  but  if  you  were  going  15  miles  over  the  limit  then  it  was 
too  fast. 

Brad  Simpson  said  that  there  weren't  any  town  roads  that  you  could  speed 
on. 

Mr.  Deal  said  that  he  has  had  a  lot  oi  complaints  on  Indian  Pond  Road.  He 
has  approached  State  Police  to  radar  town  roads  but  there  are  too  many 
roads  and  not  enough  Police. 

Ernie  Hartley  said  that  they  would  do  radar  on  State  roads  also  because  of 
complaints  of  vehicles  going  past  the  school  at  50  or  60  miles  per  hr.  during 
school  hours. 

Donna  Huntington  said  she  has  complained  to  State  Police  about  speeders 
on  River  Road  and  they  told  her  that  the  town  needed  radar  to  handle  all  of 
the  complaints. 

Mr.  Underhill  asked  for  the  question  with  a  hand  vote.  Motion  carried 
with  39  yes  votes;  19  no  votes. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  o{ 
$10,511  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Motion  made  by  Kay  Wescott  and  seconded  by  Nancy  Cole.  No  discussion. 
Motion  carried  unanimously  with  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  o( 
$3,000  for  Ambulance,  Fire  and  Police  dispatching  services. 
Motion  made  by  Bill  Deal  and  seconded  by  Tim  Cole.  No  discussion.  Motion 
carried  unanimously  with  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000  for  support  of  the  Library. 

Motion  made  by  Robert  Robb  and  seconded  by  Mary  Meder. 
Discussion.  Chris  Odiorne  asked  what  money  was  for.  Mr.  Robb  explained 
that  book  and  supply  costs  had  increased.  He  also  explained  that  the  $600 
for  the  phone  would  be  for  the  computer  system  that  is  tied  into  the  phone. 
Motion  carried  with  aye  vote.  One  no  vote.

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,700  for  Cemeteries. 

Motion  made  by  Barbara  Stevens  and  seconded  by  Eunice  Hobbs. 
Discussion.  The  selectmen  explained  that  only  $700  would  actually  come  out 
of  taxes  and  the  rest  would  come  from  the  Trust  Fund.  Motion  carried  with  a 
unanimous  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE   12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000  for  the  Orford  Community  Health  Service. 
Motion  made  by  John  White  and  Seconded  by  Linda  Gould. 
Discussion.  Alfred  Stevens  read  a  report  from  OCHS  that  said  that  the  Visit- 
ing Nurse  had  made  1 19  calls  in  Piermont,  had  held  12  blood  pressure  clinics 
and  several  well  child  clinics  which  Piermont  people  had  been  involved  in. 
Susan  Rose  asked  for  statistics  on  who  uses  it.  Selectmen  didn't  know  as 
they  have  no  liason  with  OCHS.  There  is  a  vacancy  for  a  representative  to 
OCHS  and  Susan  Rose  volunteered  to  look  into  the  services  provided.  Mr. 
Robb  said  that  he  would  talk  to  Karen  Garrigan,  the  visiting  nurse  and  share 
the  meetings  concerns  with  her. 
Motion  carried  unanimously  with  an  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$476.  to  pay  Piermont's  share  of  the  cost  as  a  member  of  the  Upper  Valley- 
Lake  Sunapee  Council. 

Motion  made  by  Mary  Simpson  and  seconded  by  John  White. 
No  discussion.  Motion  carried  with  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  14*  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300 

for  the  White  Mountain  Mental  Health  Center. 

Motion  made  by  John  White  and  seconded  by  Rob  Elder. 

No  discussion.  Motion  carried  with  a  hand  vote. 

ARTICLE   1 5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500 

for  the  Cottage  Hospital  in  Woodsville. 

Motion  made  by  Bill  Putnam  and  seconded  by  Helen  Underhill. 

No  discussion.  Motion  carried  by  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE   16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300 

for  support  of  the  Community  Action  Outreach  Program. 

Motion  made  by  Arnold  Smith  and  seconded  by  Michelle  Stevens. 

Discussion.  Fred  Shipman  asked  what  they  did.  Alfred  Stevens  read  a  letter 

that  said  31  people  in  Piermont  received  over  $7,000  in  fuel  assistance  last 

year. 

Motion  carried  with  an  aye  vote.

ARTICLE  1 7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  prepayment  oi 

taxes  and  to  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept  payments  in  prepayment  of 

taxes  as  provided  in  RSA  80:52a. 

Motion  made  by  Bill  Deal  and  seconded  by  Alec  Szuch. 

No  discussion.  Motion  carried  with  a  hand  vote. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 

money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  as  permitted  under  the  Municipal  Finance 

Act. 

Motion  made  by  Bill  Deal  and  seconded  by  Meda  Kinghorn. 

No  discussion.  Motion  carried  with  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 

sell  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  to  the  highest 

bidder. 

Motion  made  by  Bill  Deal  and  seconded  by  Alec  Szuch. 

Discussion.  The  selectmen  explained  that  this  would  be  the  land  that  would 

be  acquired  through  the  tax  lien  procedure  in  Art.  2. 

Motion  carried  with  an  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  withdraw  funds  from  the 
Town  Vehicular  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  purchase  a  road  grader  and  name 
the  Selectmen  as  Agents  of  the  Town  to  expend  funds  for  such  purchase. 
Motion  made  by  Tim  Cole  and  seconded  by  Dean  Osgood. 
Discussion.  Wendell  Oakes  explained  that  the  most  we  should  pay  for  a  used 
grader  was  $20,000.  If  it  was  more  than  that  we  might  as  well  buy  a  new  one. 
Brad  Simpson  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  20  not  to  exceed  $20,000. 
Seconded  by  John  White. 

AMENDED  ARTICLE  20  reads.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  with- 
draw funds  from  the  Town  Vehicular  Capital  Reserve  Fund  not  to  exceed 
$20,000  to  purchase  a  road  grader  and  name  the  Selectmen  as  Agents  of  the 
Town  to  expend  funds  for  such  purchase. 
Motion  carried  with  an  aye  standing  vote  of  80.  No  vote  2. 
Original  article  was  defeated  with  a  standing  no  vote  of  81  and  a  yes  vote  oi 
2. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 

apply  for,  accept  and  expend  without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting, 

money  from  any  state,  federal  or  governmental  unit  or  a  private  or  public 

source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year  as  provided  for  and 

subject  to  the  requirements,  of  RSA  31:95-b. 

Motion  made  by  Bill  Deal  and  seconded  by  Alec  Szuch. 

No  discussion.  Motion  carried  with  aye  vote.

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450 
for  Emergency  Planning.  (This  was  formerly  Civil  Defense) 
Motion  made  by  Kay  Wescott  and  seconded  by  Wayne  Godfrey. 
No  discussion.  Motion  carried  by  unanimous  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  number  of 

Library  Trustees  from  six  to  seven  to  comply  with  the  new  law  requiring  an 

odd  number  o{  Trustees. 

Motion  made  by  Kay  Wescott  and  seconded  by  Robert  Robb. 

No  discussion.  Motion  carried  by  aye  vote.   1  no  vote. 

ARTICLE  24.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  accept  private  donations  of  land,  interest  in  land,  or  money  for  the 
purposes  of  contributing  to  the  local  matching  portion  required  for  acquiring 
conservation  land  and  other  costs  associated  therewith  for  permanent  con- 
servation use  under  the  New  Hampshire  Land  Conservation  Investment 
Program  (LCIP)  RSA  221 -A,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for  and 
accept  the  State  matching  funds  under  LCIP  for  the  purposes  of  acquisition 
of  the  fee  or  lesser  interest  in  conservation  land.  Said  appropriated  funds  and 
State  matching  funds  may  be  expended  by  majority  vote  of  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen. 
The  motion  was  made  by  Arnold  Shields  to  pass  over  Article  24.  Seconded 
by  Robert  Robb. 
Motion  carried  by  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  25.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 

Conservation  Commission  to  retain  the  unexpended  balance  of  its  annual 

appropriation,  said  funds  to  be  placed  in  a  Conservation  Fund  as  authorized 

by  RSA  36-A:5. 

Motion  made  by  Bill  Deal  and  seconded  by  Rob  Elder. 

Discussion.  Mary  Simpson  asked  how  they  could  retain  appropriations  when 

they  didn't  receive  any. 

Wendell  Oakes  explained  that  the  Conservation  Commission  could  receive 

monies  from  the  State  and  this  article  would  allow  them  to  accumulate  those 

funds. 

John  White  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  25  by  replacing  the  word 
appropriation  with  the  word  revenue.  Seconded  by  Neil  Oakes.  Amended 
Article  25  passed  with  an  aye  vote. 
Original  article  passed  with  an  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  by  purchase,  lease, 
grant,  Tax  Collector's  Deed,  transfer,  or  other  devise,  a  Town  forest  as

provided  in  RSA  31:110. 

Motion  made  by  Dean  Osgood  and  seconded  by  Arnold  Shields. 
Discussion.  Fred  Shipman  asked  if  this  gave  the  selectmen  the  right  to  buy 
any  piece  oi  land  for  this  purpose. 

Mr.  Michenfelder  said  that  if  money  was  involved  it  would  have  to  go  before 
a  town  meeting  but  this  would  enable  the  town  to  designate  a  piece  o{  land 
for  this  purpose. 

Motion  carried  with  an  aye  vote.  A  re-vote  was  called  for  because  some 
people  didn't  understand  the  question.  Moderator  Underhill  asked  for  a  re- 
vote  and  the  motion  carried  with  an  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  27.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 

Conservation    Commission    to    manage    the    Town    forest(s)    under    the 

provisions   of  RSA   31:112,    II,    and   to  authorize  the  placement  of  any 

proceeds  which  may  accrue  from  said  forest  management  in  a  separate  forest 

maintenance  trust  fund,  which  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  from  year  to 

year  as  authorized  by  RSA  31:113. 

Motion  was  made  by  John  White  to  pass  over  Article  27.  Seconded  by  Brad 

Simpson. 

No  discussion.  Motion  passed  to  move  over  Article  27  with  aye  vote. 

ARTICLE  28.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in 

support  oi  the  adoption  of  a  returnable  beverage  container  system  for  the 

State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be 

transmitted  to  the  New  Hampshire  General  Court. 

Motion  was  made  by  Russ  Gould  to  pass  over  Article  28.  Seconded  by  Brad 

Simpson. 

Discussion.  David  Ritchie  felt  that  we  were  paying  so  much  money  for 

garbage  purposes  that  maybe  recycling  was  a  better  way  oi  doing  things. 

Motion  was  defeated  to  pass  over  Article  28  with  a  no  vote.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Town  Dump  Closure  Project  is  proceeding  somewhat  slower  than 
expected  or  projected.  Phase  I  of  Weston's  contract  (hydro-geologic  study)  is 
completed  and  we  should  have  the  results  in  time  for  Town  Meeting. 

The  Town  Hall  has  benefited  from  some  improvements  this  year.  Drainage 
was  installed  around  the  outside  of  the  building  to  alleviate  the  water 
problem  in  the  basement  that  has  plagued  various  functions  throughout  the 
years.  Also  a  new  stove  was  purchased  for  the  kitchen  area,  a  much  needed 
improvement.  The  water  supply  for  the  Town  Hall  was  tested  by  the  State  in 
July  and  proclaimed  safe  (except  for  infants  due  to  high  nitrite  content)  and 
the  holding  tank  was  cleaned  and  disinfected. 

Orford  Community  Health  Service  disbanded  as  of  December  31,  1988. 
The  Selectmen  pondered  the  selection  of  another  health  service  for  the  Town 
and  with  the  help  of  Gail  Shipman  (OCHS  representative)  we  selected  Home 
and  Community  Health  Care  of  Lebanon  to  continue  these  important  ser- 
vices for  the  Town.  Gail  has  consented  to  be  the  Town's  representative  to 
HCHC,  also.  HCHC  services  include  the  visiting  nurse  services,  well-child 
clinics,  and  all  the  services  formally  provided  by  OCHS.  HCHC  has  a  branch 
office  in  Bradford,  Vt. 

Ambulance  service  in  the  Town  is  going  to  change.  As  of  July  1,  1990,  the 
Upper  Valley  Regional  Emergency  Care  Service  is  no  longer  going  to 
transport  medical  emergencies  from  our  Town  to  a  hospital.  Therefore,  the 
towns  involved  have  banded  together  to  form  the  Upper  Valley  Ambulance 
Planning  Committee  to  find  a  viable  alternative  to  this  valuable  service. 
Margaret  Ritchie  Cleaves  and  William  R.  Deal  are  the  Town's  representa- 
tives to  this  committee.  The  Committee  hopes  to  have  a  proposal  ready  for 
consideration  by  the  1990  Town  Meetings.  For  more  information,  please  feel 
free  to  contact  Margaret  Ritchie  Cleaves  or  William  R.  Deal. 

The  Town  Grader  has  not  yet  been  replaced  as  the  funds  for  purchasing  a 
used  grader  were  insufficient.  However,  constant  repair  and  expense,  new 
parts  are  nonexistant,  to  the  present  grader  are  such  that  purchase  of  a  new 
grader  is  an  alternative  that  we  are  forced  to  consider. 

The  Town  Swimming  Pool  renovations  were  a  big  success  and  due  to  the 
hot  summer  we  endured,  much  appreciated  by  all  who  used  these  facilities. 
Many  thanks  to  all  the  townspeople  who  participated  and  volunteered  their 
time  to  this  project. 

We  wish  to  thank  Julie  Lamarre  for  her  time  as  Town  Clerk  and  Tax 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  (cont.) 

Collector.  She  has  done  an  excellent  job  and  we  are  sorry  to. see  her  leave. 
We  also  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  volunteers  their  time  in  any  capacity  to 
make  this  Town  run  smoothly,  especially  all  Board  members  for  the  time 
they  spend  in  service  to  the  Town.  We  appreciate  it  and  hope  that  there  will 
always  be  an  abundant  supply  of  people  willing  to  spend  time  serving  their 
community. 


SWIMMING  POOL  REPORT 

We  had  a  very  successful  year  at  the  town  pool.  We  got  started  off  with  a 
clean  up  project,  as  there  was  a  lot  of  work  to  be  done  to  get  the  area  ready 
for  state  inspection.  Curt  Gendron  tore  down  the  old  out  house  and  hauled  it 
away.  Ernie  Hartley  brought  his  dozer  down  and  cleaned  out  the  bottom  of 
the  pool,  moved  many  rocks  and  leveled  off  the  far  side  of  the  pool. 

Trees  were  cut  by  Bill  Winot.  Brush  cut  and  piled  by  4-H  boys,  Gail 
Shipman,  Diane  and  Heather  Winot,  the  Hogan  family  and  myself.  The  Fire 
Dept.  came  down  and  burned  a  large  pile  of  brush,  etc.  The  docks  were 
scraped  and  painted  by  Lisa,  Diane,  Amy,  Terry  and  myself.  Also  picnic 
tables  were  repaired  and  painted.  The  whole  area  was  raked. 

Brad  Simpson's  men  and  Terry  Robie  put  up  the  nice  changing  building. 
The  pipes  were  hooked  up  by  Mike  Hogan,  Bill  Winot  and  Don  Stevens. 

By  having  the  porta  toilets,  the  state  gave  us  the  go  ahead  to  open  the  pool 
July  4th  weekend.  Mr.  Mollica  from  the  state  came  and  inspected  the  area 
and  tested  the  water.  The  test  came  out  0  for  bacteria.  He  was  very  pleased  at 
what  we  had  done.  Another  test  was  done  in  August.  Results  of  this  test  was 
17.  We  did  have  a  brown  algae  appear  in  the  water  and  had  that  tested  at  the 
state  lab.  Results  of  this  test  was  that  this  algae  is  not  harmful  to  bather  and 
appears  because  of  weather  conditions  and  when  the  pool  isn't  used  as  much. 

A  gate  was  put  in  at  top  of  road  and  was  opened  at  9:00  a.m.  and  closed  at 
dark.  This  worked  out  very  well.  Arnold  Shields  was  our  gate  keeper.  He  also 
lives  close  by  and  is  aware  of  what  goes  on  at  the  pool. 

I  personally  want  to  thank  everyone  who  helped  in  anyway  to  make  our 
pool  and  area  enjoyable.  We  had  a  very  hot  summer  and  the  pool  was  used  a 
lot.  We  are  so  fortunate  to  have  this  land  to  use  for  recreation.  Lets  keep  up 
the  good  work.  It's  ours  and  we  need  to  work  together  to  keep  it  clean  and 
usable.  We  will  be  having  work  meetings  in  the  spring.  Anyone  wishing  to 
help  will  be  welcome.

The  library  has  continued  to  have  artists/photographers/craftsmen/ 
collectors  display  their  work  in  the  library.  If  any  new  comers  in  town  would 
like  to  share  their  talents  and/or  collections  by  having  an  exhibit  at  the 
library,  please  contact  me.  It's  always  nice  to  have  variety,  and  these  exhibits 
are  enjoyed  by  all  the  patrons. 

The  library  has  sponsored  several  programs  throughout  the  year;  ' 'Land- 
scapes of  Northern  New  England"  with  Art  Professor,  Robert  McGrath,  and 
exhibit  entitled  "Blessings  of  Liberty"  about  our  Federal  Constitution,  and 
Douglas  Manning  showed  and  told  the  school  children  about  basket  making.

In  April,  Stephanie  Gordon  resigned  as  Assistant  Librarian  since  she  was 
expecting  her  second  child.  Marilyn  Bierylo  was  hired  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

In  June,  I  resigned  as  School  Librarian.  However,  the  Public  Library's 
facilities  and  materials  are  still  being  used  by  the  Piermont  Village  School. 
The  children  come  on  Wednesdays  with  a  library  aid. 

The  State  library  system  has  been  divided  into  different  areas  to  provide 
better  services,  faster  and  more  efficient  for  those  libraries  with  computers. 
We  have  been  assigned  to  the  "Five  Rivers"  network  which  is  centered  at  the 
Lamson  Library  at  Plymouth  State  College.  I  continue  to  attend  Forum 
meetings,  library  workshops,  media  meetings,  etc.  These  help  to  keep  me 
informed,  challenged  and  stimulated. 

The  library  continues  to  need  and  use  the  services  of  volunteers.  I  thank  all  of 
them  who  give  so  much  time  and  help.  It's  because  of  them  that  so  much  gets 
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PUBLIC  LIBRARY  (cont.) 

done.  I  appreciate  them  all  very  much,  and  to  any  others  who  would  like  to 
volunteer;  you  are  welcome! 

I  continue  to  deliver  books  to  shut-ins;  if  this  is  a  service  you  need,  please  call 
272-4967  during  library  hours. 

Books  continue  to  be  the  most  circulated  materials,  but  with  a  donation  of 
$300.00  we  started  buying  videos.  We  also  have  been  getting  them  through 
the  State,  a  new  program.  Most  of  the  videos  are  geared  for  families,  and  they 
have  been  very  successful  and  a  very  popular  new  addition  to  our  library. 
Book  cassette  tapes  also  remain  popular. 

I  have  found  it  rewarding  to  have  so  many  families  using  the  library.  Our 
circulation  stayed  high  all  summer  and  has  continued  to  grow.  I  look  forward 
to  serving  you  at  YOUR  LIBRARY.  Remember,  it  is  your  tax  dollars  -  Why 
not  come  and  see  what  they  are  doing  for  you?

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Piermont  Historical  Society  was  held  April 
15,   1988,  at  which  time  officers  were  elected  for  a  two-year  term:

The  speaker,  Chief  Purser  Bruce  Heald,  of  the  cruise  ship  Mr.  Washington, 
Lake  Winnipesaukee,  showed  slides  and  gave  interesting  information  on  the 
history  oi  boating  on  the  third  largest  inland  lake  in  the  United  States.  Of 
special  interest  was  the  mention  of  Land  Purser  Jim  Wilson,  and  former 
Captain  Bob  Murphy,  oi  our  Piermont  Community.  Dr.  Heald  was  also 
pleased  to  report  that  he  had  met  with  Marjorie  and  Norman  Davis  the  hour 
before  our  meeting,  to  present  them  with  the  first  copy  of  his  new  book, 
which  is  dedicated  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davis  (parents  of  Jean  Putnam). 

The  second  meeting  was  held  June  24th,  with  Robert  Michenfelder,  a 
member  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  Resource  Commission  as  speaker,  giving 
us  valuable  information  about  the  coordination  of  the  communities  and 
States  as  they  plan  and  work  to  preserve  the  beauty  and  best  use  of  our  land 
and  waterways. 

The  third  meeting,  August  26,  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  where  Jane 
Jackson,  of  Concord,  and  Al  Barry,  of  Pittsburg,  N.H.,  who  are  volunteers  in 
presenting  programs  for  the  Society  of  the  Preservation  of  N.H.  Forests, 
showed  slides  with  a  tape  o(  remembrances  of  her  childhood  in  a  logging 
town,  told  by  Mrs.  Alice  Ruch  Brook,  of  North  Stratford,  N.H.  There  was 
also  a  display  of  old  tools  to  identify  and  discuss  their  use. 

At  the  last  meeting,  October  28,  Katherine  Blaisdell,  of  North  Haverhill, 
showed  slides  of  artifacts  and  of  some  of  the  illustrations  from  her  new  book 
on  Indians  o(  the  Connecticut  River  Valley.  Her  husband,  Dr.  Ed  Blaisdell, 
brought  some  of  the  artifacts  found  in  the  area. 

Community  Activities  included  having  a  table  of  old  photographs,  post 
cards,  and  albums  displayed  at  the  Volunteers  in  Piermont  evening  on  May 
27,  at  the  Town  Hall,  when  representatives  of  many  organizations  and  the 
Town  Officers  were  present  to  get  acquainted  with  newcomers  to  the  com- 
munity. Alec  Szuch  prepared  our  exhibit. 
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PIERMONT  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  (cont.) 

On  June  18,  the  Society  held  a  yard  sale  at  the  Charles  Sheldon  property 
on  the  Lower  Plain  in  Bradford,  Vt.,  courtesy  oi  Mr.  Sheldon  and  Anna 
Williams.  Many  thanks  to  those  who  contributed  items,  to  those  who 
bought,  and  those  who  helped  with  the  sale. 

A  remarkable  number  of  summer  hikes  were  taken  during  the  summer  and 
fall  months,  with  Alec  Szuch  as  leader,  leaving  almost  every  Sunday  after- 
noon at  1:00,  from  the  Congregational  Church.  There  were  6  hikes  to  the 
Ore  Hill  Mine,  with  a  total  oi  30  hikers;  5  hikes  to  the  Manning  Monument, 
with  20  hikers;  3  hikes  to  Wauchepauka  Pond,  with  8  hikers;  1  hike  to  Lake 
Constance,  with  3  hikers;  5  hikes  to  Eagles  Nest,  with  8  hikers;  and  1  hike  on 
the  old  Charlestown  Road  around  the  lake,  with  5  hikers  -  a  total  of  15  hikes 
and  74  hikers! 

The  tape  cassette  collection  oi  the  reminiscences  of  many  families  oi 
Piermont,  and  oi  some  of  the  Historical  Society  programs  of  the  last  eight 
years,  has  been  duplicated,  numbered,  and  the  tapes  are  available  on  request 
at  the  Library  desk.  A  list  oi  the  tapes  is  available,  and  more  interviews  are 
being  made. 

New  acquisitions  for  the  Society  included  a  "stone  hook"  from  Ed 
Wilson;  old  photographs  donated  by  Vira  Clayburn;  old  pictures,  and  two 
1876  newspapers  with  articles  about  the  murder  oi  Mrs.  Alma  Emerson 
from  El  win  Bonnett;  letters  written  in  1897  donated  by  the  Ackerman  family; 
and  a  piece  oi  sheet  music  sent  from  Fryeburg,  Maine,  which  had  been 
written  many  years  ago  by  a  woman  living  in  Piermont. 

Membership  in  the  Piermont  Historical  Society  needs  to  be  renewed 
annually,  for  $21.00  for  each  adult,  and  50  cents  for  each  young  person 
under  18.  Life  memberships  are  available  for  $50.00.  We  hope  many 
residents  will  take  advantage  of  belonging  to  this  important  organization 
which  preserves  the  heritage  of  Piermont,  and  especially  to  enjoy  being  part 
oi  the  celebration  in  1989  of  the  225  th  Anniversary  of  the  founding  oi  this 
community. 

The  community  and  the  Historical  Society  were  saddened  by  the  deaths  oi 
three  former  officers  of  the  Society,  Hastings  Dietrich,  James  Wilson,  and 
Robert  Evans. 
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FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

Much  of  1988  was  spent  on  more  and  more  training  for  Piermont  Fire- 
fighters. Last  winter,  firefighters  took  part  in  an  18  hour  SCBA  (self  con- 
tained breathing  apparatus)  course.  Our  instructor  was  Capt.  Michael  Clark 
from  the  Hanover  Fire  Department.  He  took  us  back  for  some  history  of 
breathing  apparatus,  use  of  protective  clothing  and  donning  of  the  SCBA 
unit.  All  participating  members  achieved  the  impossible  by  donning  the  unit 
in  45  seconds  or  less.  Later  in  the  spring,  some  members  attended  a  fire 
training  weekend  at  Blue  Mountain  Union  and  completed  different  courses. 
This  last  fall,  some  members  attended  eight  hours  of  training  in  the  use  of 
ground  ladders,  finding  out  there  is  more  to  the  use  of  ladders  than  one 
would  think.  We  have  had  more  training  in  pumps  and  pumping,  use  of  hose 
and  nozzles  and  forest  fire  training.  Much  of  the  training  we  do  is  repetitive 
but  this  is  necessary  to  stay  in  good  practice  for  whatever  challenges  we  are 
called  to  meet. 

Once  again,  Piermont  Fire  Department  held  three  successful  fund  raising 
events.  In  May,  we  held  our  traditional  Mother's  Day  breakfast,  and  on  July 
3,  our  chicken  bar  B-Q  and  in  November  a  very  successful  auction.  The 
majority  of  earned  monies  goes  back  into  buying  new  equipment  or  replacing 
old  and  worn  equipment.  New  floodlights  and  handlights  were  purchased 
this  past  year. 

The  Fire  Station  interior  received  a  facelift  this  past  year  thanks  to  the  hard 
work  of  Lt.  Larry  Ackerman,  Deputy  Chief  Wayne  Godfrey  and  Firefighter 
Chuck  Cleveland. 

In  a  separate  article  in  the  warrant  for  this  year,  I  have  asked  for  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  for  replacement  of  the  three  overhead  doors  with  metal  insulated 
doors.  This  would  certainly  mean  a  savings  in  the  heating  bill  as  the  present 
doors  not  only  let  the  warm  air  escape  but  allows  the  cold  air  (sometimes  the 
rain  and  snow)  to  come  in  through  and  around  them.  Fire  Department 
members  take  pride  in  keeping  the  equipment  clean  and  in  good  repair. 
Keeping  the  Fire  Station  in  good  repair  is  part  of  that  pride,  and  in  doing  so, 
it  is  shared  by  the  community.

Regular  monthly  meetings  are  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month,  7:30 
p.m.  at  the  Fire  Station. 

The  year  began  with  the  following  members  in  place:

The  appointed  terms  of  Robert  Lang  and  Mary  Meder  Simpson  expired  and 
Verne  Batchelder  and  Teresa  Mitchell  were  appointed.  Don  Smith  was 
elected  as  Chairman  and  Julie  Lamar  re  was  hired  as  secretary. 

A  new  community  attitude  survey  was  developed,  circulated  and  the  results 
tabulated  by  the  board.

The  bylaws  were  updated  and  alternate  members  Jean  Daley  and  Dorothy 
Ferine  were  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Several  members  visited  Lyme  and  Warren  Planning  Board  Meetings  as  well 
as  attending  the  municipal  law  lecture  in  Lebanon.  New  revised  subdivision 
regulations  were  adopted  and  amendments  relative  to  road  specifications 
were  added  later.  A  zoning  amendment  establishing  a  driveway  permit 
process  for  town  roads  was  added  to  the  current  regulations.  The  Chairman 
attended  a  seminar  on  "Growth  Management"  sponsored  by  Tufts  Univer- 
sity in  early  December.  Town  Counsel,  Larry  Gardner  held  a  regulations 
review  night,  which  was  especially  helpful  to  all  attending.  We  have 
attempted  to  make  better  use  of  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council 
expertise  and  plan  an  informational  meeting  for  Jan.  1989.  It  appears  that  we 
may  get  state  funds  to  hire  a  water  resources  study  to  be  completed  and 
included  in  the  Master  Plan.

At  the  end  of  1988  we  have  before  the  Board  the  preliminary  applications  for 
a  20  lot  subdivision  on  Brock  Farm  Road  (Buccalleto)  and  4  lots  on  Cape 
Moonshine  Road  (Ludman). 

A  40  lot  subdivision  on  the  west  shore  of  Lake  Armington  (LTLM  Corp.)  is 
in  the  discussion  phase. 

A  large  development  has  been  proposed  to  the  Warren  Planning  Board  for 
the  south  end  of  Lake  Tarleton  in  the  Town  of  Warren.  We  are  very  con- 
cerned about  the  impact  this  could  have  on  the  Town  of  Piermont! 

As  you  can  see,  Piermont  has  not  been  spared  the  push  of  development 
occurring  all  over  New  England.  However,  many  towns  are  better  prepared, 
with  new  Master  Plans  and  Capital  Improvement  Programs  already  in  place. 
We  hope  to  catch  up  soon,  but  need  help.  Help  in  the  form  of  volunteers  and 
funds.  That  is  why  you  will  see  a  request  for  an  increase  in  the  Board's 
budget.  With  the  extra  funds,  we  expect  to  update  maps  and  hire  the  services 
of  a  circuit  planner  from  the  Regional  Planning  Council  to  review  applica- 
tions and  make  recommendations  to  the  Board.  This  will  free  the  Board  to 
spend  more  time  updating  the  Master  Plans,  Capital  Improvements  Program 
and  Zoning. 

One  clear  message  comes  across  from  those  communities  with  more 
experience  than  us,  "to  control  growth,  you  must  know  what  you  want  and 
establish  regulations  to  permit  that  to  take  place".  This  allows  the  people  of 
the  Town  to  determine  what  the  Town  should  be  like  10-15  years  down  the 
road,  instead  of  the  future  being  controlled  by  various  developers,  who  may 
not  have  the  best  overall  interest  of  the  Town  in  mind. 

Armed  with  the  results  of  the  recent  survey,  the  Board  will  have  a  better  idea 
of  what  the  majority  of  the  residents  would  like  their  Town  to  be  in  the 
future.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  to  establish  regulations  to  achieve 
that  end.

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UPPER  VALLEY  -  LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-profit  voluntary 
association  of  towns  and  cities.  It  consists  of  3 1  communities  in  2  states  and 
5  counties. 

The  Council  operates  through  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  professional  staff. 
Each  town  or  city  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  operation 
and  sends  two  or  three  representatives  to  participate  on  the  Board  of 
Directors.  The  Board  elects  officers,  adopts  an  annual  work  program  and 
budget,  and  develops  policies  and  positions  on  issues  that  are  important  to 
our  communities. 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that 
brings  towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  associating  and  pooling 
resources,  local  governments  have  a  highly  trained  professional  staff  available 
to  them  for  a  wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use 
planning,  transportation  planning,  solid  waste  planning,  master  planning, 
environmental  planning,  capital  budgeting,  historic  preservation,  economic 
and  community  development,  housing,  downtown  revitalization,  fiscal  and 
environmental  impact  analysis,  and  site  plan  review.  Communities  may  also 
obtain  the  services  of  a  professional  planner  on  a  regular  basis  through  a 
"circuit  rider"  program.  The  Council  also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  in 
dealings  with  state  and  federal  governments,  protecting  and  furthering  the 
interests  of  our  communities. 

Your  support  enables  the  Council  to  undertake  comprehensive  regional 
planning  and  to  carry  out  various  projects  and  programs  of  regional  benefit. 
Over  the  past  year,  the  Council: 

°  Finalized  and  adopted  an  updated  Regional  Plan. 

°  Maintained  a  regional  data  base,  and  answered  numerous  requests  for  in- 
formation. 
°  Continued  full-time  efforts  to  coordinate  solid  waste  issues  in  the  region. 

°  Continued  efforts  to  coordinate  recycling  programs  among  a  number  of 
towns. 

°  Continued  to  sponsor  the  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  program. 

°  Concluded  a  pilot  study  utilizing  computerized  mapping  on  a  geographic 
information  system  (GIS),  developing  an  overlay  system  for  site  analysis. 
°  Participated  in  configuring  and  acquiring  computerized  mapping  systems 
for  use  throughout  New  Hampshire. 

°  Continued  historic  preservation  efforts  in  several  towns. 
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0  Completed  a  number  of  Water  Quality  Management  Plans  for  inclusion  in 
town  Master  Plans  under  NH  Chapter  167. 

°  Participated  in  ongoing  discussions  and  forums  regarding  implementa- 
tion of  Act  200,  the  new  comprehensive  planning  legislation,  in  Vermont. 
°  Participated  in  the  Vermont  Act  250  environmental  review  process. 
°  Continued  to  provide  support  for  an  economic  development  agent  in 
Sullivan  County,  to  help  retain  and  expand  employment  opportunities  in  the 
area. 

°  Distributed  summaries  of  new  and  amended  legislation. 
°  Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  NH  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series. 
°  Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  VT  planning  training  series. 
°  Completed  the  Upper  Valley  Transportation  Study.  This  involved  co- 
ordinating local  municipalities,  state  agencies,  and  private  consultants. 
°  Used  the  computer  model  developed  during  the  Upper  Valley  Trans- 
portation  Study   to  assess  the  traffic  impacts  of  several  large  proposed 
development  projects. 

°  Provided  technical  assistance  to  Advance  Transit  and  County  Coach. 
°  Helped  several  communities  and  Sullivan  County  administer  state  and 
federal  grant  funds  for  Community  Development  Block  Grants.  These  grants 
are  bringing  over  $1.1  million  into  the  region.

°  Worked  closely  with  the  Upper  Valley  Community  Land  Trust,  Society 
for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests,  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire 
Lands,  and  the  Connecticut  River  Watershed  Council  to  protect  open  space 
and  conserve  important  parcels  of  land. 

°  Helped  to  establish,  administer,  and  support  the  Connecticut  River  Valley 
Resource  Commission.  This  new  commission  allows  New  Hampshire  towns 
in  the  Connecticut  River  Valley  to  join  together  in  addressing  issues  such  as 
growth,  development,  and  preservation  of  the  natural  environment. 
°  Met  repeatedly  with  state  officials  and  agency  representatives  to  influence 
policy  and  help  keep  the  region  an  active  participant  in  many  ongoing 
programs. 

Provided  consultation  and  help  to  over  two-thirds  of  the  local  com- 
munities. 

The  Council  also  provides  specific  services  to  communities  on  a  contract 
basis.  As  requested  by  the  communities,  the  Council  conducted  impact 
studies   regarding  proposed   development,    amendments /updates   to  local 
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ordinances  and  regulations,  new  ordinances,  capital  improvements  programs, 
and  general  mapping,  drafting,  and  other  technical  assistance. 
The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  looks  forward  to  serving  your 
community  during  the  coming  year.  Please  feel  free  to  contact  us  whenever 
we  can  be  of  assistance. 


CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

This  past  year,  the  Conservation  Commission  completed  two  projects. 
The  first  was  pruning  and  thinning  of  one  acre  of  pine  behind  the  ballfield. 
This  project  was  done  with  cost  sharing  money  from  ASCS.  The  Town  will 
receive  $115.00  for  timber  stand  improvements  from  ASCS. 

The  second  project  was  the  completion  of  a  wetlands  map.  A  wetlands 
map  of  Piermont  will  help  assist  the  Planning  Board  and  landowners  to 
determine  in  what  areas  wetlands  exist  and  to  possibly  avoid  developing 
those  areas. 

In  1989,  we  intend  to  work  with  the  Planning  Board  on  conservation 
issues  as  they  develop  a  Master  Plan.  One  project  of  concern  is  the  Water 
Study.  A  Water  Study  by  the  Town  of  Piermont  would  access  the  Town's 
water  supplies  and  reveal  how  best  to  manage  and  protect  them  so  our  water 
is  safe  and  drinkable  in  the  future. 

As  Piermont  grows,  so  grows  the  need  for  conservation.  We  on  the  Con- 
servation Commission  would  like  to  hear  from  the  townspeople  on  your 
conservation  concerns.  Conservation  takes  in  many  areas,  whether  it  is  the 
protection  of  deer  yards  or  the  concern  over  solid  waste  disposal.  Finally,  we 
would  like  to  say  Thank  you  to  Terry  Underhill  for  her  work  with  the  Con- 
servation Commission  for  the  past  couple  years.

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PIERMONT  POLICE  DEPT.  REPORT  1988 

Last  year  I  wrote  a  rather  long  report.  It  is  pleasing  to  note,  though,  that  most 
of  our  objectives  for  1988  were  accomplished. 

Activity:  Officer  Ernest  Hartley  and  I  received  somewhat  over  250  com- 
plaints in  the  period  March-Dec.  All  were  acted  on,  in  one  way  or  another. 
Some  could  be  handled  by  a  few  phone  calls,  others  involved  accident  in- 
vestigations, court  appearances  etc.,  and  could  run  on  for  days. 

Radio  frequencies:  The  new  police  frequencies  were  added,  as  planned.  It 
cost  more  than  projected,  some  of  the  equipment  needed  repairs,  alignment 
etc.,  as  well. 

Radar:  A  "state  of  the  art"  unit  was  purchased  for  $1,570.,  half  of  which  was 
reimbursed  by  the  Highway  Safety  Agency  from  federal  funds.  As  of  Dec. 
31st.  it  has  been  used  for  192  hours.  It  has  had  a  positive  effect  in  slowing 
some  traffic.  It  will  have  more  effect  as  time  passes.  One  interesting  fact.  We 
had  estimated  truck  speed  on  Rte  10  by  the  School  at  65  mph.  We  erred, 
some  go  75  mph!  But  the  message  is  getting  out.  We  now  have  a  radar,  and 
we  do  use  it;  rather  prudently,  I  might  say. 

In  1988  Officer  Hartley  logged  766  hours  in  police  work.  I  don't  know  how 
much  time  I  spent  -  it  is  not  important.  Neither  of  us  receive  compensation 
directly  or  indirectly  for  time.  However,  one  thing  must  change.  As  sum- 
monses are  issued  and  arrests  made  it  often  becomes  necessary  to  spend  time 
in  court.  I  do  not  feel  that  anyone  should  be  asked  to  do  this  for  nothing;  and 
I  have  recommended  to  the  Selectmen  that  court  time  be  compensated. 

As  usual,  we  have  both  met  the  ongoing  requirements  of  Police  Standards 
and  Training,  and  continue  to  be  duly  certified  by  that  agency. 

Last  item  -  phone  calls.  We  don't  mind  being  called  at  our  home  phones.  In 
an  emergency,  though,  it  is  quicker  to  call  Dispatch  -  353-4347  for  the 
Piermont  exchange  and  either  1-643-3424  or  1-643-2222  from  Warren  or 
Pike  exchanges.  The  exact  time  of  these  calls  is  logged,  and  the  conversation 
is  recorded,  automatically.  Also,  if  we  are  not  home,  no  time  is  wasted  - 
Dispatch  will  try  to  reach  us  by  radio  and/or  get  help  for  you  elsewhere. 

William  R.  Deal,  Chief 
Piermont  Police  Dept. 
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1988  was  an  exciting  year  for  the  FAST  Squad.  Through  the  generosity  of  a 
few  individuals,  who  choose  to  remain  nameless,  we  were  able  to  buy  (at  no 
cost  to  the  taxpayers)  an  automatic  defibrillator.  We  bought  it  at  an  oppor- 
tune moment;  for  just  under  $5,000.  They  now  cost  over  $6,000.  So  now, 
for  the  first  time,  we  are  in  a  position  to  offer  definitive  therapy  for  a  variety 
of  cardiac  conditions  -  such  as  ventricular  fibrillation  where  the  heart  simply 
quivers  and  pumps  no  blood  -  this  being  the  usual  terminal  event  in  a  "heart 
attack"  or  low  voltage  electrocution;  or  for  ventricular  tachycardia  at  rates 
over  180.  We  simply  apply  the  adhesive  electrodes  and  push  a  button.  The 
machine  diagnoses  the  problem  and  delivers  the  appropriate  shocks  per  a 
pre-programmed  protocol.  Energies  involved,  should  you  be  interested,  are 
first  200  Joules  and  then  360  Joules.  It  also  records  the  cardiogram  and 
everything  that  is  being  said  while  it  is  in  use.  A  few  years  ago  it  would  have 
been  science  fiction  -  today  we  have  one!  It  is  kept  in  the  Rescue  unit  and 
tested  each  week.  It  works  best  when  it  can  be  used  quickly  -  when  the 
patient  collapses.  So  now,  two  things  you  can  do  become  even  more 
important.  Know  the  signs  and  symptoms  oi  a  heart  attack  and  call  us  at  once 
-  don't  wait  two  to  three  hours  to  see  if  the  pain  is  going  to  go  away.  It  may  do 
just  that  -  as  death  comes.  Secondly,  learn  CPR  -  the  simple  one  person  type  - 
this  may  keep  the  patient  viable  until  we  arrive.  We  now  even  have  a  video- 
tape (VHS)  on  CPR  which  we  will  show  you  on  request.  It  is  no  substitute 
for  actual  training  but  better  than  nothing.  Of  course,  if  you  live  alone  CPR 
won't  help  you  but  a  knowledge  of  the  symptoms  will.  Know  them  and  call 
for  help  while  you  can. 

Last  year  I  mentioned  our  pneumatic  water/ice  rescue  device.  We  tried  it  out 
one  hot  evening  last  July  on  Lake  Armington  and  will  practice  again  with  it  in 
1989.  It  works  very  well  and  is  the  only  one  in  the  area  as  far  as  I  know. 

A  distressing  note  is  the  fact  that  Hanover  is  discontinuing  all  ambulance 
service  to  8  towns  in  the  Upper  Valley  as  of  July  1990.  The  loss  will  be  hard, 
as  we  have  built  up  a  pleasant  working  relationship  with  them  since  the 
service  began  in  Dec.  1973.  However,  local  economic  issues  in  Hanover 
mandate  its  discontinuance.  A  discussion  of  a  cooperative  area  service  to  be 
established  -  probably  in  Fairlee  -  by  the  8  towns  involved  is  covered  else- 
where. I  think  it  has  a  bright  prospect  and  will  provide  faster  response.  It  will 
also  make  more  demands  on  the  local  FAST  Squads.  Perhaps  we  will  be  able 
to  acquire  a  few  more  qualified  members  by  then. 

We  did  consider,  briefly,  another  alternative  -  that  oi  having  our  own 
ambulance.  Warren  does  this  and  does  it  well.  Staffing  would  be  a  problem 
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as  would  initial  cost  -  although  here  one  might  lease  or  buy  a  quality  used 
unit.  It  would  be  wonderful  for  the  patient  -  assuming  staffing  problems 
could  be  solved.  Quick  response  and  free  service.  No  ambulance  bill  could  be 
sent  as,  being  a  FAST  Squad  we  could  not  make  any  charge.  In  1988  we  had 
22  calls.  I  suspect  it  would  have  been  more  had  there  been  no  charge. 

And,  again,  many  thanks  to  all  who  have  supported  our  efforts  in  any  way.

Instead  we  plan  to  send  an 
informational  newsletter  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  along  with  a  corres- 
ponding news  release  prior  to  your  town  meeting. 

We  would  like  to  advise  you  that  the  county  budget  surplus,  which  in  the 
past  few  years  had  been  applied  to  lower  or  reduce  the  county  tax  require- 
ments, has  been  applied  to  the  jail  wing  construction  project,  saving  tax- 
payer dollars  but  leaving  no  projected  surplus  this  fiscal  year.  We  feel  this 
was  the  responsible  way  to  use  the  surplus,  even  though  without  a  surplus  the 
next  budget  will  require  a  somewhat  higher  tax  effort.  You  should  also  be 
aware  that  the  county  share  of  nursing  home  and  child  placement  costs  is 
increasing  at  a  rapid  rate  annually,  and  we  have  no  real  control  over  these 
expenses.  Additionally,  operating  costs  for  the  new  wing  at  the  County 
Correctional  Facility  will  add  to  the  county  appropriations. 

We  are  sensitive  to  the  interests  and  concerns  of  the  taxpayers  and  try  to 
effectively  meet  the  needs  of  county  citizens,  yet  keep  costs  under  control. 
However,  as  happens  in  your  town  budget,  many  items  in  our  budget  are 
determined  by  the  state  or  federal  government,  making  it  difficult  to  limit 
county  spending.

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UPPER  VALLEY  AMBULANCE 
PLANNING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Last  fall  Hanover  announced  that  it  would  end  emergency  ambulance 
service  to  Bradford,  Fairlee,  Orford,  Piermont,  Strafford,  Thetford, 
Vershire,  and  West  Fairlee.  The  eight  towns  have  organized  a  Planning 
Committee  to  explore  alternative  means  of  providing  ambulance  service. 
Each  town  is  represented  by  a  member  of  its  Fast  Squad  and  an  appointee  of 
the  Selectmen. 

The  Committee's  first  task  was  to  convince  Hanover  to  continue  serving 
all  eight  towns  until  July  of  1990.  In  December,  the  Hanover  Selectmen 
granted  the  Committee's  request  for  an  extension  of  time.  The  July  1990 
deadline  is  final. 

To  meet  that  deadline,  the  Committee  has  begun  planning  for  a  regional 
ambulance  service.  With  volunteer  assistance,  we  have  done  a  preliminary 
location  study.  That  study  found  that  a  facility  in  Fairlee  could  reach  85%  of 
the  towns'  population  within  15  minutes  (as  compared  with  the  24  minute 
average  response  time  from  Hanover.)  The  Committee  is  now  studying 
options  for  staffing  a  new  facility  using  paid,  full-time  staff  and  fast  squad 
members.  We  have  contacted  other  regional  services  to  explore  means  of 
organization  and  funding. 

Much  remains  to  be  done  if  the  eight  towns  wish  to  avoid  losing 
ambulance  service.  The  work  of  the  Committee  will  require  funding  from  the 
eight  towns.  Each  town  recently  provided  $250  to  cover  costs  for  the 
immediate  future.  The  Committee  has  relied  on  volunteer  efforts  (by  its 
members  and  others)  and  made  good  progress  on  a  "shoestring"  budget. 
(For  example,  if  we  had  hired  a  consultant  to  do  a  location  study,  it  would 
have  cost  at  least  $1,000.  Our  study  cost  will  be  far  below  that.) 

Our  target  date  for  completion  of  planning  is  Town  Meeting  in  1990, 
when  each  town  will  decide  if  it  will  join  in  the  operation  of  a  regional 
ambulance  service.  To  ensure  sufficient  funding,  the  Committee  is  asking 
each  town  to  budget  $750  for  planning  over  the  next  year.  The  Committee 
will  request  portions  of  this  additional  funding  only  as  it  is  needed.  The 
budgeting  of  the  funds  is  a  means  of  indicating  the  towns'  support  for  the 
planning  effort  and  ensuring  its  success. 

Creating  a  regional  ambulance  service  requires  the  support  of  all  eight 
towns.  We  thank  you  for  that  support.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires  than  normal. 
The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires  kindled 
without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning.  All 
causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State 
Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may 
be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection  Head- 
quarters at  (603)  271-2217,  or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices  Law  (RSA 
224:54)  goes  into  effect.  This  law,  in  summary,  states  that  a  person  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  if,  in  the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest  product,  uses  a 
false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely  determining  any  quality  or  quantity  of  a 
forest  product.

1988  Director's  Report 

During  this  past  year,  our  Agency  has  attempted  to  increase  our  ability  to 
serve  the  most  impaired  clients  in  our  communities.  We  have  expanded 
many  of  our  support  services  (respite  services,  apartment  supervision)  and 
our  vocational  programs  to  those  clients.  The  intent  has  been  to  assist 
mentally  ill  and  developmentally  impaired  clients  to  attain  a  more  stable  and 
normal  existence  in  the  community.  We  feel  that  our  efforts  have  been 
successful.  We  have  almost  doubled  our  respite  and  apartment  supervision 
service.  Furthermore,  we  have  placed  over  34  clients  into  independent  jobs 
through  our  Transitional  Employment  Program. 

We  were  also  successful  in  opening  a  Developmental  Service  Program  in  Pike 
to  serve  clients  in  the  Woodsville,  Warren,  Pike  and  Piermont  areas.  During 
our  first  year  of  operation,  we  were  able  to  serve  nine  (9)  clients. 

During  this  next  year,  we  would  like  to  target  two  new  projects:  first,  to  open 
a  small  (six  clients)  home  in  Littleton  for  mentally  ill  clients.  We  have 
already  secured  Federal  support  for  this  project  for  the  next  five  years. 
Secondly,  we  would  like  to  expand  our  respite  service  by  establishing  a 
respite  house  in  our  catchment  area.  The  second  project  is  only  in  the 
beginning  stages  and  may  extend  over  a  two-year  period  of  time  to  develop. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  our  work  during  this  past  year. 

Mental  Health  Services  -  We  operate  one  full-time  and  three  part-time  offices. 
The  full-time  office  is  located  in  Littleton  at  16  Maple  Street.  The  part-time 
offices  are  located  in  Woodsville  at  Woodsville  Clinic,  in  Lincoln  at  the  Lin- 
Wood  Medical  Center,  and  in  Lancaster  at  Weeks  Memorial  Hospital. 

Last  year,  we  saw  739  individuals. 

°  129  children  age  0-17 

°  523  adults  age  18-59 

°  87  elderly  age  60+ 

°  53%  of  our  service  was  through  individual  or  conjoint  (couples) 
therapy 

°  27%  of  service  was  through  group  therapy 

°  13%  of  service  was  through  family  therapy 

°  7%  of  service  was  through  physician  service  (psychiatrist). 

We  continue  to  offer  an  array  of  services  including:  emergency,  drug  and 
alcohol,  case  management,  inpatient,  and  partial  hospitalization.

Developmental  Services 

°  Early  Intervention  -  Home  based  service  for  0-3  year  old  children  who 
are  delayed  in  their  development.  Services  include:  screening,  assessment, 
treatment,  and  referral.  Last  year,  we  served  over  forty-five  families. 

°  Day  Habitation  Program  -  Provides  instruction  to  our  most  severely 
impaired  adult  population.  The  program  works  in  conjunction  with  their 
residential  programming  as  well  as  providing  training  and  instruction  in  self 
care  skills,  pre-vocational  skills,  paid  work,  and  other  therapeutic  services 
such  as  speech  therapy  and  physical  therapy.  This  program  has  been 
primarily  used  by  former  Laconia  State  School  residents;  however,  we  have 
had  community  clients  who  have  been  referred  by  the  local  school  systems. 
Last  year,  we  served  ten  (10)  clients. 

°  Supported  Employment  -  Provides  training,  instruction,  and  work  ad- 
justment for  vocational  and  job  needs.  Paid  work  opportunities  for  the  in- 
dividuals can  take  place  either  in  the  community  or  in  the  Workshop  itself, 
the  programs  have  been  successful  in  meeting  their  objectives  and  are 
popular  with  the  individuals  who  have  participated.  Last  year,  we  served 
twenty-four  (24)  clients.  Two  clients  were  successfully  placed.  Seventeen 
(17)  are  currently  employed,  and  five  (5)  have  withdrawn  from  the  program. 

We  are  grateful  for  your  past  support  of  our  programs  and  look  forward  to 
continuing  to  serve  you  in  the  future.

and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize 
the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be 
received  for  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriation  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town.  There  was  much  discussion  regarding  the  deficit  appropriation  and 
school  transportation.  It  was  made  clear  that  the  Capitol  Reserve  Fund 
would  remain  intact,  and  that  Clough  Transportation  had  agreed  to  purchase 
the  bus  making  payments  over  a  three  year  period,  the  trial  period  in  which 
we  will  see  if  this  is  a  more  reasonable  approach  to  the  student  transporta- 
tion. There  were  many  questions  from  the  floor  and  much  information 
provided  by  the  board,  the  superintendent  and  the  assistant  superintendent. 
Options  such  as  voting  down  the  budget  were  explored  and  rejected.  The 
motion  was  carried  by  a  44  yes  to  11  no  vote.

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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Piermont  School  District,  I  submit  my 
second  annual  report. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  challenging  and  exciting  one  in  School  Adminis- 
trative Unit  23.  The  SAU  has  been  awarded  competitive  grants  in  the  areas 
of  gifted  and  talented  education,  drug  and  alcohol  education  and  training  for 
administrators.  One  of  the  goals  of  the  SAU  has  been  to  develop  a  coordi- 
nated health  education  program.  Harold  Haskins  has  been  working  with  a 
committee  to  develop  a  comprehensive  K-12  health  education  curriculum 
and  we  have  been  awarded  two  grants  totaling  $11,454.22  to  purchase 
educational  materials  and  to  develop  drug  and  alcohol  awareness  programs. 
A  second  goal  has  been  to  develop  a  gifted  and  talented  program.  The  SAU 
has  received  a  $15,000.  start-up  grant  to  fund  a  part  time  gifted  and  talented 
coordinator  for  the  1988-89  school  year.  Mrs.  Deborah  Schulenburg  has 
joined  our  staff  and  is  working  to  develop  programs  for  students  and  to 
coordinate  staff  training.  The  SAU  Board,  recognizing  the  needs  of  the  in- 
dividual districts  in  this  area,  voted  to  continue  to  fund  this  position  as  part 
of  the  1989-90  SAU  budget.  We  look  forward  to  continuing  to  expand 
educational  opportunities  for  this  segment  of  our  school  population. 

A  third  goal  of  the  SAU  Administration  is  to  update  and  revise  existing 
curriculum  and  develop  written  curriculum  where  none  presently  exists.  We 
are  now  in  the  process  of  providing  training  in  curriculum  development  to 
administrators  and  teachers  through  a  grant  written  by  Keith  Pfeifer. 
Curriculum  committees  will  be  working  to  insure  that  our  educational  pro- 
gram is  coordinated  in  grades  K-12  and  meets  the  needs  of  our  student  body. 

The  Piermont  School  District  has  also  been  awarded  a  $7,737.48  Computer 
for  Teachers  Grant  through  the  Governor's  Initiative  for  Excellence.  This 
grant  provides  computers,  software  and  thirty-six  hours  of  training  for  the 
teachers  in  the  district.  In  addition  to  the  Computer  for  Teacher  Grant  the 
SAU  has  been  awarded  a  grant  to  purchase  a  computer  for  each  Chapter  I 
program.  Chapter  I  which  is  funded  by  a  $134,822  federal  grant  serves  177 
students  throughout  the  SAU. 

This  past  year  the  School  District  has  participated  in  an  Area  Agreement 
Study  Committee  with  the  Orford  and  Warren  School  Districts.  Roger 
Hutchins,  Abby  Metcalf  and  Nancy  Cole  along  with  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent Keith  Pfeifer  met  to  study  the  feasibility  of  a  cooperative  arrangement 
with  representatives  of  the  other  two  districts.  The  Area  Agreement  Study 
Committee  has  concluded  that  it  is  not  feasible,  at  this  time,  to  recommend 
an  area  agreement. 

At  the  March,  1988  school  district  meeting  the  school  board  and  adminis- 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT  (cont.) 

tration  was  asked  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  entering  into  a  contractual 
agreement  with  neighboring  high  schools.  In  his  report  to  the  voters,  Assis- 
tant Superintendent  Pfeifer  outlines  the  results  of  that  study.  We  presently 
have  students  attending  high  school  in  Hanover,  Orford,  Oxbow  and 
Woodsville.  Tuition  for  the  1989-90  school  year  at  those  schools  will  be: 

Hanover     $6,150.  Orford     $4,800. 

Oxbow    $5,350.  Woodsville     $4,100. 

A  question  that  has  been  raised  this  past  year  concerns  accreditation  of  area 
high  schools  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  All 
area  high  schools  with  the  exception  of  Orford  are  accredited  by  the  NEASC. 
At  the  present  time  65  of  the  77  public  high  schools  in  New  Hampshire  are 
accredited  by  The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

The  administration  has  also  been  working  to  review  building  needs  in  each  of 
the  districts  in  the  SAU.  Increasing  enrollments,  state  and  federal  mandates 
and  the  general  condition  of  our  school  buildings  are  problems  all  of  our 
districts  are  facing.  The  School  Board  has  established  a  needs  assessment 
committee  to  study  the  short  and  long  term  building  needs  of  the  district. 
The  committee  is  recommending  that  the  voters  raise  and  appropriate 
$5,500.  to  conduct  an  Architect/Engineering  Study.  It  is  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee,  school  board  and  administration  that  a  professional 
study  by  undertaken  to  insure  all  options  are  examined  and  that  a  plan  that  is 
effective  and  cost  efficient  is  developed. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  school  board,  faculty,  parents,  members 
of  the  community  and  Principal  Jane  Pushee  for  your  commitment  to  and 
support  of  our  schools.  I  would  also  like  to  recognize  an  individual  who  has 
played  an  important  role  in  the  Piermont  School  District.  Harold  Haskins, 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  past  nineteen  years  will  retire  at 
the  end  of  the  1988-89  school  year.  Harry  started  his  career  thirty-two  years 
ago  as  a  teacher  in  Glouchester,  Massachusetts  and  then  taught  in  Man- 
chester and  Wolburn,  Massachusetts.  In  September,  1966  Harry  assumed 
the  principalship  of  the  Lincoln-Woodstock  Cooperative  Elementary 
Schools  and  four  years  later  was  promoted  to  the  newly  created  position  of 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools.  In  his  first  annual  report  to  the  districts 
as  Assistant  Superintendent  Harry  wrote,  "I  hope  that  my  new  position  will 
afford  me  continuing  opportunities  to  serve  the  educational  needs  of  the 
children  of  the  ...districts."  As  Assistant  Superintendent  Harry  Haskins  has 
played  a  major  role  in  building  our  school  system  and  through  his  leader- 
ship, commitment  and  expertise  certainly  served  the  educational  needs  of  our 
children  well.  No  one  can  deny  that  Harry  has  earned  his  retirement  and  yet 
we  all  recognize  that  when  he  retires  a  part  of  what  has  made  our  schools  so 
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successful  will  leave  us.  We  wish  Harry  a  happy  and  healthy  retirement  and 
appreciate  that  he  chose  to  spend  so  many  of  his  professional  years  working 
in  SAU  23  to  make  our  schools  a  better  place  for  children.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Voters  of  the  Piermont  School  District,  I  submit 
my  second  annual  report. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  once  again  serve  the  Piermont  School  Dis- 
trict. Throughout  my  two  year  association  with  the  school  district,  I  have 
been  impressed  by  the  strong  sense  of  community  involvement  in  the  school. 
This  involvement  is  a  significant  factor  in  making  the  Village  School  "a 
school  of  excellence".  Students  are  well  aware  that  the  community  holds  high 
standards  and  thus  they  make  every  effort  to  work  toward  these  standards. 

We  are  blessed  to  have  an  excellent  group  of  teachers  who  are  willing  to 
institute  new  programs  and  new  teaching  methods.  The  teachers  are  a  very 
dedicated  group  and  put  in  many  long  hours  trying  to  improve  the  Village 
School's  educational  programs.  I  hope  at  some  point  that  we'll  acknowledge 
their  efforts  on  a  personal  basis. 

The  Village  School  is  also  fortunate  to  have  a  fine  principal  and  teacher  in 
Jane  Slayton  Pushee.  Jane  has  dedicated  nine  years  of  her  teaching  career  to 
the  Village  School.  She  is  hard  working  and  caring.  It  is  through  her  vision 
that  we  have  been  able  to  institute  many  new  programs. 

This  year  I  have  taken  part  in  the  Area  Agreement  Study  Team  with 
Or  ford  and  Warren.  The  team  met  four  times  during  the  past  year.  As  a 
result  of  their  meetings,  the  three  towns  were  able  to  study  both  their  short 
and  long  term  goals  for  educational  programming.  At  its  final  meeting,  the 
Area  Study  Committee  agreed  that  at  this  time  it  was  not  feasible  to  recom- 
mend an  area  agreement  or  any  contractual  arrangement  between  the  towns.  I 
would  like  to  thank  Roger  Hutchins,  Abby  Metcalf,  and  Nancy  Cole  for 
serving  on  this  committee. 
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Also,  I  have  been  active  in  the  process  of  identifying  secondary  schools 
that  may  be  interested  in  contracting  with  the  Piermont  School  District  for 
secondary  tuition  students.  As  charged  by  the  voters  of  Piermont  at  last  years 
business  meeting,  the  Board  has  carried  forth  this  mission.  We  contacted 
four  school  districts  and  one  public  academy  in  this  regard.  The  following 
have  interest  in  establishing  a  contract  -  Hanover,  Orford,  Oxbow,  and 
Woods ville.  Thetford  Academy  was  also  interested.  Before  establishing  such 
a  contract,  the  voters  should  be  aware  that  the  laws  o{  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  only  allow  two  types  of  contract.  1)  A  school  district  may 
establish  an  exclusive  contract  where  all  the  students  are  sent  to  one  school. 
2)  A  school  district  may  develop  separate  contracts  with  two  or  more  dis- 
tricts. However,  the  school  board  is  charged  with  assigning  students  to  the 
separate  districts.  If  a  student  does  not  want  to  attend  the  school  where 
he/she  is  assigned,  then  the  parents  may  appeal  to  the  state  board  to  attend 
an  approved  school  of  their  choosing.  In  this  case  the  parents  become  res- 
ponsible for  the  whole  cost  of  the  tuition. 

Looking  toward  the  future,  the  school  board  established  a  needs  assess- 
ment committee.  This  committee  was  charged  with  looking  at  the  present  as 
well  as  future  needs  of  the  school.  The  committee  met  on  a  monthly  basis 
and  was  chaired  by  Fred  Shipman.  I  would  like  to  thank  Fred  and  the  com- 
mittee members  for  their  time  and  energy.  As  a  result  of  their  meetings,  the 
committee  is  recommending  that  the  voters  allocate  five  thousand  five 
hundred  (5,500.)  dollars  toward  the  fees  for  an  architect  to  study  how  the 
needs  of  this  school  district  can  be  met  for  the  present  as  well  as  the  future.  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  voters  to  support  this  expenditure  as  Piermont  is  a 
growing  community. 

Once  again,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  school  board  for  their  support. 
Piermont  is  fortunate  to  have  three  excellent  school  board  members.  I  look 
forward  to  serving  the  board  and  the  voters  in  the  future.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  voters  of  the  Piermont  School  District,  I  submit 
my  second  annual  report. 

It  is  once  again  my  pleasure  to  be  a  part  of  Piermont's  quality  educational 
system.  It  is  truly  a  rewarding,  challenging,  and  never  boring  experience 
working  with  the  youth  of  Piermont. 

Several  staffing  changes  have  taken  place  at  the  Piermont  Village  School 
since  my  last  report.  Probably  the  biggest  change  happened  in  the  kitchen. 
Stella  Jesseman  and  Irma  Waterman  both  retired  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year.  Those  were  hard  shoes  to  fill!  Students  and  staff  had  never  had  anyone 
else  cook  for  them.  They  meant  much  more  to  us  than  just  cooks.  They  were 
the  friendly  faces  you  could  always  count  on.  Several  parents  of  our  school 
children  had  known  Stella  as  their  cook  when  they  went  to  the  Piermont 
Village  School.  They  helped  us  with  the  adjustment  by  training  our  new 
cooks  and  sharing  recipes. 

Another  major  change  came  with  the  resignation  of  Patricia  Miller,  the 
first  and  second  grade  teacher.  We  miss  her  dinosaur  expertise  and  enthu- 
siasm for  teaching.  Mrs.  Sally  Collette  is  our  new  first  and  second  grade 
teacher,  coming  to  us  from  Rhode  Island.  Mrs.  Collette  has  several  years  of 
teaching  experience  and  holds  a  Master's  Degree  in  Elementary  Education. 
She  fit  nicely  into  our  school  family. 

In  June  the  resignation  of  School  Librarian  Nancy  Underhill  was  regret- 
fully accepted.  Mrs.  Underhill  devoted  many  hours  to  the  children  of  Pier- 
mont. She  was  a  great  help  to  the  teachers  in  hunting  down  materials  for 
them  to  use  in  the  classroom.  We  also  miss  the  cookies  she  always  baked  for 
the  holidays. 

Mrs.  Ellen  Putnam  became  the  new  school  library  aide  this  year.  She 
brought  with  her  many  new  ideas.  The  children  are  currently  working  on  a 
progressive  story  with  her.  Every  week  every  class  adds  to  the  story.  This 
year  the  school  uses  the  library  all  day  on  Wednesday.  This  arrangement  is 
working  out  nicely. 

In  the  kitchen  this  year  the  children  can  find  Julie  Lamarre  and  Terry 
Hogan.  With  them  they  brought  a  lot  of  energy.  Using  the  amount  of 
laughter  heard  coming  from  the  kitchen  as  a  gauge,  I  would  say  they  are 
having  a  great  time.  The  menu  has  contained  many  ethnic  dishes  this  year. 

In  addition  to  a  comprehensive  academic  program  at  the  Piermont  Village 
School,  we  also  offer  many  extracurricular  activities.  The  children  can 
participate  in  a  downhill  ski  program  at  Tenney  Mountain  on  a  weekly  basis 
in  the  winter.  Janice  Sundnas  is  the  program  coordinator  and  is  instrumental 
in  making  the  program  a  success.  Students  can  also  cross-country  ski  on  the 
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playground  and  on  Brad  Simpson's  land  behind  the  school.  This  program  is 
run  by  Mike  Thomas  of  Riverbend  Sports  Shop. 

At  our  schoolwide  Spelling  Bee,  Melanie  Robie,  a  sixth  grade  student  at 
the  time,  was  our  winner.  She  competed  against  other  students  in  grades  five, 
six,  seven,  and  eight.  Melanie  went  on  to  compete  in  the  Grafton  County  Bee 
in  Lebanon. 

A  big  celebration  at  our  school  last  year  was  "Zero  the  Hero's"  birthday. 
As  part  of  the  math  program  in  kindergarten  and  first  and  second  grade, 
students  estimate  when  the  one  hundredth  day  of  school  will  be.  That  one 
hundredth  day  is  Zero's  birthday.  All  of  the  activities  for  this  day  revolved 
around  the  number  one  hundred  and  culminated  with  the  children  eating  a 
one  hundred  inch  submarine  sandwich. 

"I  Love  to  Read  and  Write  Week"  was  also  a  special  time  for  us.  The 
children  and  teachers  all  came  to  school  dressed  as  their  favorite  book 
character  one  day.  Many  parents  came  in  during  the  week  to  read  to  the 
classes. 

Students  participated  last  year  in  a  jump  rope  competition  to  raise  money 
for  the  American  Heart  Association.  This  was  directed  by  our  physical 
education  instructor,  Mr.  Mark  Hamilton. 

A  basketball/soccer  banquet  was  put  on  at  the  Piermont  Town  Hall  by  the 
volunteers  in  Piermont  after  successful  seasons.  The  evening  started  with  the 
children  playing  basketball  against  the  parents  and  teachers.  Naturally,  the 
students  won,  AGAIN!  What  happened,  Coach  Metcalf?  Dinner  was  served 
buffet  style  downstairs  and  then  awards  and  praise  were  deservedly  given  to 
Coach  Scott  Robie,  Coach  Lee  Robie,  Coach  John  Walker,  Coach  Robert 
Robb,  and  Official  Referee  Arnold  Shields.  The  Piermont  children  are  very 
fortunate  to  have  such  competent,  caring  adults  involved  in  their  sports 
programs. 

One  of  my  favorite  nights  was  last  March  when  everyone  came  together  for 
the  Variety  Show.  A  wealth  of  talent  lies  in  Piermont.  Chief  Organizer  was 
Evelyn  Morrill  -  the  show  wouldn't  have  gone  on  without  her! 

Another  banquet  was  also  held  at  the  Piermont  Town  Hall  for  the  two  ski 
programs.  The  highlight  of  this  evening  was  seeing  slides  of  our  skiers  at 
Tenney  Mountain. 

Students  showed  their  scientific  curiosity  at  the  annual  science  fair.  Many 
of  the  projects  were  extraordinary!  The  judges  had  a  tough  time  in  choosing  a 
winner.  They  finally  chose  Alan  Robie  with  his  optical  illusion  exhibit  and 
Alex  Grubbs  and  his  replication  of  a  moon  colony  to  represent  Piermont  at 
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the  Montshire  Museum  Science  Fair.  They  also  chose  Robby  Fagnant  and  his 
demonstration  of  the  circulatory  system  and  James  Azbell  and  his  caloric 
burning  demonstration  to  represent  Piermont  at  the  North  Country  Science 
Fair. 

The  Arbor  Day  ceremony  was  dedicated  to  Helen  Underhill  this  year.  Mrs. 
Underhill  started  the  tradition  of  recognizing  Arbor  Day  many  years  ago. 
Poems  were  written  and  read  to  Mrs.  Underhill  and  a  tree  was  planted  in  the 
corner  of  the  playground  by  J.M.  Landscaping. 

A  new  piece  of  playground  equipment  was  purchased  by  the  Volunteers  in 
Piermont.  The  " climber"  is  located  near  the  kindergarten  door. 

Last  May,  students,  parents,  and  teachers  went  on  a  whale  watch  out  of 
Hampton  Beach.  Not  only  did  we  see  several  whales  but  we  were  also  quite 
successful  deep  sea  fishing.  The  day  was  completed  with  seafood  dinners  at 
Newick's  and  then  a  long  ride  home. 

This  year  we  have  a  new  birthday  program  at  the  school.  The  first  morning 
of  every  month,  students  and  staff  gather  around  the  flagpole  and  sing 
"Happy  Birthday"  to  all  who  celebrate  birthdays  that  month.  At  lunch 
everybody  receives  a  birthday  cupcake.  On  the  day  of  your  birthday  you  are 
encouraged  to  invite  a  guest  from  the  community  in  to  have  lunch  with  you. 
A  big  celebration  will  be  held  in  June  to  celebrate  all  the  summer  birthdays. 

The  California  Achievement  Test  and  Test  of  Cognitive  Skills  was  given  to 
students  in  grades  two  through  eight  in  September.  Piermont  scored  very 
well  on  these. 

Grades  five  through  eight  became  involved  in  a  simulation  of  American 
colonization.  This  simulation  recreated  in  the  classroom  some  of  the  myster- 
ies, hardships,  and  excitement  faced  by  early  American  colonists. 

The  Volunteers  in  Piermont  are  funding  an  Artifact  Box  Exchange 
program  for  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  class.  Students  will  collect  a  number  of 
items  peculiar  to  the  Piermont  area  and  exchange  their  box  with  a  mystery 
class  somewhere  else  in  the  United  States.  Each  class  must  pinpoint  where 
their  box  came  from.  This  exchange  promises  to  motivate  the  use  of  basic 
science  and  geography  skills,  as  well  as  creative  research. 

Mrs.  Abby  Metcalf  and  the  Volunteers  in  Piermont  purchased  and  in- 
stalled a  new  flagpole  for  the  school.  A  new  United  States  flag  and  a  new  New 
Hampshire  flag  now  wave  from  it.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee  Jackson  are  currently 
replacing  our  old  school  sign  with  a  new  one.  The  generosity  of  these  people 
is  certainly  appreciated. 

Former  Governor  Meldrim  Thomson  visited  our  school  recently  and 
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talked  to  the  students  about  his  job  as  governor,  the  Constitution,  and 
politics  in  general. 

The  second  annual  trip  to  Washington,  D.C.  is  fast  becoming  a  reality. 
Seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  will  be  traveling  by  Amtrak  to  our  nation's 
capitol  in  April.  That  will  be  an  experience  they  will  remember  forever. 

The  school  winner  of  the  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee  was 
Benjamin  Elder.  Benjamin  then  took  a  written  exam  and  the  results  will  be 
compared  with  others  from  the  state.  We  wish  Ben  luck! 

As  you  can  see,  it  has  been  busy  at  the  Piermont  Village  School.  For  a 
small  school  we  certainly  have  a  lot  going  on! 

The  Piermont  Village  School  makes  special  efforts  to  create  and  promote  a 
good  relationship  between  the  home  and  the  school.  Newsletters,  regular 
conferences  and  direct  contact  with  parents  are  part  of  these  efforts.  Let's 
work  together.  Our  school  has  a  proud  tradition  of  academic  excellence  and 
with  your  help,  I'm  sure  the  present  year  will  be  one  of  the  school's  very  best.

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Piermont  Village  School  that  the  school  health  ser- 
vice be  instrumental  in  enhancing  the  educational  process  and  that  good 
health  is  vital  to  successful  social  skills  and  academic  achievement. 

Scoliosis  screenings  of  the  children  took  place  in  February. 

The  remainder  of  the  school  year  was  also  filled  with  hearing  and  vision 
checks.  The  nurse  is  also  part  of  the  kindergarten  screening  process  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year. 

Mr.  Mark  Hamilton,  the  physical  education  instructor,  and  Ms.  Emory 
planned  a  comprehensive  health  education  program  to  present  to  students  in 
grades  five  through  eight.  The  program  included;  responsible  decision 
making,  family  life  education,  personal  safety,  and  communicable  diseases. 
Unfortunately,  Ms.  Emory  suffered  a  serious  back  injury  that  kept  her  from 
returning  to  school  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Ms.  Jane  Pushee  took  over 
Ms.  Emory's  part  in  the  program. 
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During  the  summer  Ms.  Emory  resigned  from  the  school  nurse  position  to 
take  a  full  time  nursing  position  at  the  Bradford  Elementary  School.  The  staff 
and  students  were  very  sorry  to  see  her  go  as  she  was  much  more  than  just  a 
nurse.  She  was  a  friend  to  all. 

Mrs.  Theresa  Kelley  became  the  new  school  nurse  for  the  Piermont 
children.  We  were  very  fortunate  to  find  someone  with  her  credentials.  Mrs. 
Kelley  is  a  registered  nurse  and  in  addition  to  working  at  the  Piermont  Village 
School  she  is  a  pediatric  staff  nurse  at  Dartmouth  Hitchcock  Medical  Center. 

Mrs.  Kelley  started  the  school  year  by  visiting  each  classroom  and  meeting 
the  children.  Following  a  discussion  about  "The  Facts  oi  Head  Lice"  a 
routine  head  check  was  done  on  each  student.  These  checks  are  done  peri- 
odically throughout  the  school  year.  Personal  hygiene  was  also  discussed  in 
the  first  and  second  grade  classroom. 

New  immunization  laws  were  mandated  by  the  State  oi  New  Hampshire 
this  year.  Mrs.  Kelley  has  been  checking  all  oi  the  student  health  records  to 
make  sure  they  are  in  compliance.  An  immunization  report  must  be  filed 
with  the  State  Health  Department  each  year. 

Hearing,  vision,  height,  weight,  and  blood  pressure  screenings  have  been 
completed  for  this  year.  The  nurse  has  talked  to  the  different  classes  about 
their  eyes  and  ears.  Results  of  all  the  screenings  are  recorded  on  individual 
student  health  cards.  If  further  evaluation  is  indicated  a  letter  is  sent  home  to 
the  parents  recommending  that  the  child  is  seen  by  the  appropriate  specialist. 

A  flouride  dental  rinse  program  started  in  December  and  is  followed  up 
every  week  in  the  classroom  by  Mrs.  Kelley  and  the  classroom  teacher. 

It  is  our  hope  and  intention  that  through  classroom  discussion  and 
working  as  a  team  member  with  parents,  teachers,  and  other  health  care 
providers  we  will  encourage  students  to  make  age  appropriate  responsible 
health  choices  and  develop  a  positive  self-image.

Pursuant  to  warrant  articles  passed  by  the  School  Districts  of  Orford, 
Piermont  and  Warren,  and  Area  Study  Committee  was  formed  under  the 
authority  of  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  Chapter  195-A.

The  Area  Study  Committee  met  officially  four  times  beginning  with  its 
first  meeting  in  April  and  its  concluding  meeting  in  October. 

Among  the  various  matters  discussed  were: 
— possible  advantages  of  an  area  agreement 
— enrollment  figures  (historical  and  projected) 
— scope  of  area  agreements 

— curricular  and  extra-curricular  offerings  by  the  Orford  6-12  program 
and  which  grades  might  be  part  of  an  agreement 
— District  contract  versus  area  agreement 
— population  trends  and  effect  on  the  three  towns  involved 
— school  expansion  needs  and  possibilities 

The  Area  Study  Committee  meetings  provided  an  opportunity  for  the 
three  towns  to  review  their  present  and  future  educational  needs  based  upon 
the  materials  studied. 

Through  the  discussions  it  was  assumed  that  Orford  would  be  the  re- 
ceiving district  in  any  area  agreement.  The  Orford  members  also  felt  that,  if 
an  area  agreement  could  not  be  successful,  the  possibility  oi  a  contract  with 
either,  or  with  both  Piermont  and  Warren,  should  be  explored. 

While  the  Piermont  and  Warren  members  reported  that  the  educational 
and  extra  curricular  experience  oi  their  tuition  students  at  Orford  has  been 
favorable,  it  was  unlikely  that  either  oi  those  two  towns  would  approve  any 
kind  oi  long  or  short-term  agreement  with  Orford.  Both  Piermont  and 
Warren  presently  are  attempting  to  resolve  certain  elementary  curriculum 
and  building  needs  which  lessen  the  likelihood  oi  any  kind  oi  contractual 
arrangement  with  Orford. 
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AREA  STUDY  COMMITTEE  (cont.) 

At  its  final  meeting,  the  Area  Study  Committee  agreed  that  at  this  time  it 
was  not  feasible  to  recommend  an  area  agreement  or  any  contractual  arrange- 
ment between  Orford  and/or  Piermont  and  Warren.

REPORT  OF  THE  NEEDS  ASSESSMENT  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  was  formed  by  the  School  Board  to  determine  future 
space  needs  and  report  back  to  the  Board  with  their  findings  and  recom- 
mendations prior  to  the  1989  annual  meeting.  The  Committee  first  met  on 
January  21,  1988,  and  voted  Fred  Shipman  the  Chairman.  Other  members 
include  Bob  Lang,  Rob  Elder,  Jim  Musty,  Jeff  Dube,  Charlie  Brown,  Brad 
Simpson,  Peter  LaBounty,  Roger  Hutchins,  and  Cindy  Putnam.  Principal 
Jane  Pushee  and  Assistant  Superintendent  Keith  Pfeifer  also  regularly 
attended  meetings. 

The  Committee  began  by  gathering  and  studying  census  data,  State  re- 
quirements relating  to  space,  and  health  and  safety  requirements.  It  became 
apparent  that  estimates  of  population  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning  were 
not  accurate,  as  their  estimates  for  the  year  2010  have  already  been  exceeded. 
The  State  Department  o{  Education  in  1988,  projected  a  conservative 
median  increase  in  student  population  from  the  current  71  to  103  students 
over  the  next  four  years.  With  the  present  increase  in  births  and  new  resi- 
dents we  would  then  be  looking  at  a  45%  increase  in  student  population  - 
and  this  might  turn  out  to  be  conservative  based  on  the  growth  of  available 
home  sites  and  potential  building  starts. 

We  then  looked  at  the  space  utilization  study  provided  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  Areas  of  school,  due  to  different  class  sizes,  are 
now  over  design  capacity  and  will  continue  to  worsen  until  all  classes  are 
above  the  limits.  The  Committee  also  looked  at  families  locating  in  town 
over  the  past  five  years  and  found  an  average  of  1 .9  children  per  family  which 
is  higher  than  the  state  average. 
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NEEDS  ASSESSMENT  COMMITTEE  (com.) 

We  would  urge  you  to  take  time  to  read  the  School  Facility  Study  and  the 
Fire  Marshal's  report  which  are  both  available  on  request.  Although  we  find 
them  sometimes  pessimistic,  many  of  the  concerns  are  valid.  There  is  a 
serious  lack  of  space  for  our  special  needs  activities  that  include  nursing, 
counseling,  administrative  and  support  programs  such  as  cafeteria,  kitchen, 
art,  music,  and  gym.  Handicapped  access  is  also  a  concern  that  at  anytime 
may  become  a  costly  responsibility.  In  January,  1988,  a  State  Fire  Marshal's 
inspection  of  the  school  buildings  indicated  some  serious  deficiencies  that 
need  to  be  addressed  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  need  for  an  increase  beyond  our  present  3/4  acre  site  is  evident.  The 
Committee  is  exploring  the  availability  of  additional  land  for  the  current  site 
as  well  as  an  entirely  new  site.  We  believe  the  best  course  at  this  time  is  to 
keep  all  our  options  open. 

We  have  recommended  to  the  Board  the  $5,500.  warrant  item  appropria- 
tion for  an  architectual  study.  The  study  will  develop  plans  for  a  facility  with 
a  maximum  capacity  of  140  students.  The  plans  will  present  cost  estimates 
for  renovating  and  adding  to  the  present  buildings  and  for  a  new  facility.  We 
are  in  unanimous  agreement  that  the  study  will  prepare  for  the  difficult 
decisions  that  lie  in  our  future. 
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REPORT  OF  SECONDARY  TUITION  COMMITTEE 

The  Piermont  School  Board  investigated  the  possibilities  of  developing 
short  or  long  term  contracts  for  secondary  students  with  the  following  school 
districts:  Dresden  School  District,  Orford  School  District,  Haverhill  Co- 
operative School  District,  and  the  Oxbow  Regional  School  District.  The 
Piermont  School  Board  also  explored  developing  a  contract  relationship  with 
Thetford  Academy,  an  approved  non-public  school.  All  of  the  above 
districts  and  Thetford  Academy  are  interested  in  developing  either  an  ex- 
clusive contract  or  a  contract  that  would  specify  that  the  receiving  school 
would  receive  either  a  certain  number  of  students  or  a  certain  percentage  of 
Piermont  secondary  students  annually. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  School  District's  Attorney  that  the  School  Board 
may  enter  into  a  long  term  contract  with  another  school  district  to  provide 
for  the  secondary  education  of  Piermont  students  (RSA  194:2 1-a).  The 
typical  length  oi  a  long  term  contract  is  20  years.  Some  of  these  agreements 
may  have  special  exceptions  for  families  which  have  had  children  in  another 
school  or  who  live  particularly  close  to  another  school.  In  some  cases  under 
RSA  194:22  school  districts  have  entered  into  short-term  tuition  agree- 
ments for  3  to  5  years.  Short-term  agreements  do  not  have  to  be  exclusive, 
but  the  School  Board  has  the  right  to  assign  students  under  this  type  of 
arrangement. 

If  the  Piermont  School  District  does  not  enter  into  a  contract  with  another 
school  district  to  provide  for  the  secondary  education  of  Piermont  students, 
as  is  presently  the  case,  state  law  requires  the  district  to  pay  full  tuition  for 
any  pupil  who  attends  high  school.  Neither  the  School  Board  nor  the  school 
district  may  limit  the  amount  of  tuition  that  will  be  paid. 

In  conclusion,  the  options  are  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  one  or  more 
neighboring  school  districts  or  to  continue  our  present  open  enrollment 
policy.
